IT was agreed by Mr. Bi^es^ Mr. Savili^ and Mr* 
Chaikbers^ that upon their leveral Perufal of the 
Book written by Mr. De'e^ 4S a Difeoarfe upo» the Refer- 
mition of the Vulgar Calendar for the Civil Tear, that 
they do allow of his Opinion 5 that whereas in the late 
Roman Calendar reformed there are Ten Days cut off to 
reduce the Civil Year to the State it was eftabliihed 
in at the Council of A'^V/*, the better Reformation had 
been to have cut ofi Eleven Days, and to have reduced 
the Civil Year, according to the State as it was in at 
the Birth of Chrift. And fo they all agree, that fuch 
a Reformation had been more agreeable to the Account 
of Chrift. And fo they do alfoaflent that having Re- 
gard to ths Council oi Nice, the Subtra(aion ot Ten 
Days is agreeable to Truth. And therefore the better ta 
agree with all Countries adjacent, that have received 
their Reformation of fubtrading Ten Days only, they 
think it may be affented unto without any manifeft 
Error ; having Regard to obferve certain Rules hereaf- 
ter, for omitting fome Leap- Years in feme Hundred 
Years. And for the fubtr^ing of Ten Days, Mr. D^^ 
has compiled a Form of a Calendar, beginning at M*y, 
and ending at Auguji^ wherein every of thefe Four 
Months, M^y, Jmty Jnly-i Anguft^ fiiall have in the 
ends of them feme Days taken away without changing 
ofanyFeaftorHoIyDay, moveable or fixed, or without 
altering the Courfes of Trinity Term:. That is to fay. 
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MAjto confift of 48 Days, taking from it 3 Days : June 
to have 2^ Days, taking from it but one Day: Jttty to 
confift of 28 Days, taking from it j^Days : Augufi to 
to confift of 28 Days, taking from it tJireeDays; All 
which Days fubftra^ed make Ten Days. In the which 
Four Months no Feftival Day is changed, but remain 
upon the accuftomed Days of their Months. 

And becaufe the Roman Calendar hath joined to it 
a great Company of Rules, of which only are capable 
the skilful Computifts or Aftronomers, it is thought 
good to make a fliortTable like an Ephemerides, to 
continue the certainty of all the Feafts moveable, depen- 
ding only upon Eafter, and agreeing with the Roman 
Cajlendar : which may fervefor an Hundred or Two 
Hundred Years, aiid fo eafily renewed, as we fee year- 
ly Almanacks arc, if the Sins of the World do not ha- 
ften a Diflblution. 

Whereupon her Majeftjr may pleafe upon Report to 
commit it to Cdnfidcration of Council, whether fhe 
will have this Reformation publiflied : which if flie 
will, it were expedient, that it were done by Proclama- 
tion from her Majefty, as thereunto advifed, and allow- 
ed by the Archbilhops and Bilhops, to whofe Office it 
has always belonged to determine and eftabllfh the 
Caufes belonging to Ecclefiaftical Government,
